KNEELS BY HIS MOTHER 


Tracks Cleared and All Night the 


President's Special Train Ran 


A Race with Death. 


Canton, O., Dec. 3.—This morning: Mrs. 


Nancy Allison McKinley was ainJiing 
rapidly and the end appeared near. All 
night long a little family group around 
the bedside of the venerable woman anx- 
iously watched for the news of the train 
which was beiring her distinguished son 
from his post at the nation's capital to 
her cottage. 


Before she relapsed into unconscious- 


ness last evening she was given to under- 
stand that her son had started for Canton. 
The train bearing the president reached 
Pittsburg at 7.30 this morning. At each 
stop during the night word had been 
flushed to Canton of his progress, and 
messages told the president too, that his 
mother was still alive. 


Finally .tired nature asserted itself and 


the president retired to sleep early this 
morning. At Pittsburg a special engine 
was attached to the president's car. The 
president at that time was still asleep. 


All trains on the route were put on the 


side tracks and the last 101 miles were 
rolled off in two hours. At 8.55 the presi- 
dent reached Canton, two hours earlier 
than expected. Upon his arrival at the 
home of his mother President MeKinley 
entered the sick room and knelt by the 
bedside. His mother was then uncon- 
scious, and still remains so.

PEOPLE'S PATIENCE EXHAUSTED. 


Our Duty to Recognize the Isl- 


and's Belligerency. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Berkeley Balch, 


secretary of the Cuban league, appeared 
before Presujent McKinley yesterday 
and presented the following- argument m 
behalf of the Cuban insurgents: 


Mr. President—We appear before you 


in the name ol those who have died for 
rthe cause of freedom in Cuba and for 
those who are still ready to give their 
lives for the cause, also representing, as 
we claim, a majority of the people of the 
United States who believe in that cause 
and demand that their wishes shall now 
be translated into efficient action by 
their chosen representatives. 
Thanks 


to the power, honor and patriotism of 
the American press, the people today 
know the essential facts of the Cuban 
Situation. We submit to you, therefore, 
these 10 propositions for your consider- 
ation: 


First, the three wars in Cuba within tha 


century are proof of a genuine move- 
ment for the extension of democratic 
principles and the attainment of liberty 
from a tyrannical, corrupt and alien 
government. 


Second—Without the indirect aid given 


by this government to Spain the patriots 
would be further advanced 
in their 


fetrug-gle. 


Third—Spain has lost Cuba as far as 


the present population is concerned. If, 
however, she is permitted to continue 
(the cruel work of exterminating non- 
combatants, she may possibly reconquer 
and repopulate the island. 


Fourth—If with our passive aid she 


unfortunately succeeds in doing this, 
when another generation comes the 
revolution will surely begin again. The 
governing classes in Spam of all parties 
have regarded Cuba for 300 years as an. 
orange to be squeezed. They are un- 
able to consider it otherwise. The other 
classes are ignorant. Spain has held all 
her colonies with an iron hand until 
torced to let go. 


Fifth—Autonomy is a foolish dream. 


It is evident that neither side under- 
stands it, wishes it or can administer it. 
Spain cl ;i'!v offers it to amusa«hisg»v- 
(ernmeri 
i 1 ^ g-ain time. 


Sixth- v i . lority of the people of this 


country d< 
i j to see a free and Inde- 


pendent Cubc-n republic. An opposing 
factor of great force is the money power. 
It Is fair conclusion to urge that a ma- 
flority of our people believe that theas- 
eistance of our governmeiit until now has 
been given to Spain and wltMieJd from 
the republic on account of the Influence 
that emanates from great financial in- 
terests, usually afraid of patriotic, ag- 
gressive movements. 


Seventh—Our people have hoped for 


favorable action for Cuba from the pres- 
ent administration, and have patiently 
(waited to give the administration time 
for consideration of the wise road to this 
end. That patience is now exhausted. 


Eighth—Very few Cubans and still 


fewer people in this country desire im- 
mediate annexation, but independence 
is clearly due to Cuban va'or and sacri- 
fices. 


Ninth—It is of supreme importance to 


our future defense that Cuba should be 
in the possession of a friendly power. 
Tills Spain has never been and probably 
can never be. 


Tenth—The friendship of the republic 


of Cuba is worth vastly more to us than 
that of Spain for reasons of business and 
defense. It is our duty and salt-interest 
to recognize the belligerency, and logi- 
Ically lolloping this, the independence 
of the republic and to conclude with it a 
defenen i.- r id nftensive alliancp. If this 
S not COPT " ti j'p \vith a continued friend- 
ship \vit3i . ra n, po much the worse for 
Spam, jf 11' mi attacks us, we can take 
care of our o\\ n.

A Williamstown lady much interested 


in'the advancement of her sex has lent 
THE TBANSCBIPT the following from a 
recent article in The Educational Review 
by Marlon Talbot,of Chicago University: 
• "Closely allied with this theme of tho 
curriculum in general is the question ot 
choice of subjects by women for their 
bestdevelopment us women. It Is not as 
easy to lay down the law for all on this 
point as some would assert. Any attem pt 
to do this resta on the assumption, in the 
first place, that em phasts mast be given 
to acquisition rather than to training; 
and, In the second place, that all women 
have need of the same kind of informa- 
tion. In reply it must be said that the 
work which women are now more and 
more called on to do in the 
world 


demands, 
first 
of all, the best in- 
tellectual 
discipline. 
For 
instance 
there are few lories of activity among 
men which require more carefully trained 
powers than housekeeping,—an occupa- 
tion which ia supposed to be woman's 
peculiar sphere. Soundness of judgment, 
keenosB of perception, quickness of decis- 
ion, promptness of execution, all the 
higher powers are needed at their best to 
meet the manifold responsibilities and 
emergencies which arise. Failure to rec- 
ognize this fact and the assumption that 
housekeeping comes by nature to women 
undoubtedly lie at the root of the disastei a 
which are bat too common in household 
administration, and which 
would be 


still more frequent were it not for ihe 
quick wit and ready adaptability which 
generally characterize women. It is mau- 
ilestly true that in general, when men 
undertake such, cares, tneyt meet with a 
larger measure of success than women do. 
The administration of household affairs 
on a iargn tcule, as in clubs, hotels, or 
public institutions, is almost entirely car- 
ried on in this country by mec. Tho ex- 
planation undoubtedly is that the ordi- 
nary training and experience of the boy 
are much more likely to flt him to est - 
mate properly the relation of one t£.ctto 
another. Gins are not usually brought in 
such contact with the affairs of the world 
as to learn how to see things in their 
rlaht proportion, and consequently, un- 
less they are given special training, are 
har&bsed and discouraged by nou-eafien- 
ticls. 


"Again, if it ia granted that union of 
train ing and of acquisition ia practicable, 
tha fact must bs acknowledged that the 
kiud of acquisition to be chosen is a mat- 
ter tor the individual rsfher than for tlie 
sex. Tina is rtcoanized in the case of 
men. The facts studied by a lawyer are 
totally different from those studied by a 
physician. The difterence between law- 
yer and physician is lar greater than be- 
tween physician and housekeeper. The 
woman in charge of a family would have 
more need of tbekind of information a phy- 
siciaii uses than »lawyer would have. It 
is evident that there are many phases of 
this problem, that it should be soberly 
and wisely studied, and that women—and 
educated women—should be most com- 
petent to study it."
